FoR Italian Zionist leader Dr. Shlomo Umberto 

Nahon, then 23 years old, the trip to Zurich in 
1929 was a wonderful one, because he went to at- 
tend there his first Zionist Congress, and incidentally 
the founding Jewish Agency Assembly. 


“T went as a journalist, representing my paper, 
‘Israel,’ a weekly. I undertook to send everybody in- 
terested a daily bulletin hot from the Congress: 1 
used to type three, four or more pages each night, 
and then I'd run with my material to the railway 
Station in Zurich. If I posted my letter on the sta- 
tion by 2 om, it got to Milan the next morning; 
my secretary stencilled it and sent copies to everyone 
who subscribed for 20 lirettogs.” 

There was no question about the attitude of the 
Italian group; they supported Chaim Weizmann 
wholeheartedly. Dr. Nahon remembers the whole 
group walking a long way on a Saturday morning 
to pay their respects to Weizmann in his hotel, as 
soma members of-the group were Orthodox. This 
first Congress also remains in his memory because 
during it he went on his first airplane filght — from 
Zurich to Basle, together with "Selena Sokolow and 
Elenka Sokolow, to see the Three Kings Hotel, where 
Theodor Herzl stayed during the First Congress, 
They went back to Zurich by train, third class. 


OF the session of the Jewish Agency Assembly he 
recalls: “There had’ never been a meeting {κα thia 
before, and I don't think there has been one like 
it since, Baron Rothschild was Honora President;

After the Zurich meeting Dr. Nahon remnined in 
Italy.

He helped Aliya Bet smuggle Jews 
through Italy during the “Bevin war"; in the course 
of his work he had an cneounter with Dr. Harold 
Laski, of London School uf Economica and Left Book 
Club fame, then a member of the Cabinet. Laski came 
to see the refugees ut La Spieza, and commented, 
“If my grandfather hind remained in Mungary, I 
might have been among you. Bul the British Gov- 
ernment will not be blackmuiled.”

other Jews who live under auto- 
eratic regimes. Those Jews want 
to build a home for themselves 
in Palestine. The cstablishment of 
such_ a home has been endorsed 
by Great Britain, the League of 
Nations and the U.S. Congreas. 
Why should we not help them? 

Another non-Zionist, Judge H. 
Stern, udded that it was unneces- 
sary to get involved in ideologi- 
cal differences. He compared the 
sitnation to that of a child whose 
father wanted him to become a 
politician. and whose mother 
wanted him to become a minis- 
ter. The father emphasized the 
political aspect while the mother 
emphasized the spiritual side. 
Meanwhile, however, the child 
existed, and he had to be helped. 


The non-Zionists took pains to 
siress that they were operating 
in accordance with accepted cri- 
teria of American society: (a) 
the National Home was designed 
for others; they themacives were 
Americans; (8) Lhey were aiding 
persecuted people who were re- 
belling against an autocratic re- 
gime: (c) they were practical 
men who loathed theoretical dis- 
cussions; (d) they were motivat- 
ed by philanthropic impulses. But 
the non-Alonists also added a 
Jewish consideration: “What will 
the Gentiles sny?" At the con- 
ference of February, 1924, Louis 
Marshall asked what the British 
would say if American Jewry re- 
mained aloof. Indifference on the 
Part of American Jews would do 
more damage than the Ku Klux 
Klon. And Judge Stern declared 
that if the Jewish enterprise in 
Palestine failed, it would not be 
said Lhal the Zionists had failed 
but that the Jews. --- parasitical 
and incapable of independent 
creativity — had falled.

You know that your wish is my command, 
and it is always my desire to fulfil your wish. 
But what can I do when Heaven prevents me. 
My health has lately deteriorated to such an 
extent that I don’t know whether I will be 
able to attend the Congress even if I wish. (The 
Va’ad Leumi had chosen Bialik as a non-Zionist 
delegate from Eretz Yisrael — Editor.) The 
doctors have ordered me to go abroad imme- 
diately for treatment, and perhaps also to un- | 
dergo an operation. A few days ago I suffered 
severe internal and external pains, and for the 
time being I have no idea how it is all going to 
end up. Apparently, while the Congress is going 
on I will be lying in a hospital bed somewhere 
abroad. It goes without saying that under the 
circumstances I don’t dare to think that I will 
be able to fulfil your wish that I address the 
opening session of the Congress. 

I don’t have to tell you that I will be with 
you in spirit at the Congress, and that you will . 
have my blessings from afar. I know with how 
many thorns your difficult path is overgrown. 
God give you strength to attain your objective 
in peace and honour. The day of the enlarge- 
ment of the Jewish Agency will be a holiday 
for me.

BY a@ unanimous vote the Council of the Jewish 

Agency approved the budget for the Palestine 
work for the coming year in the amount of £750,000. 
The budget was previously decided upon at the 
Sixteenth Zionist Biennial Congress, which was held 
in Zurich the previous week.
